We data obtained in the census 
will be of value to those concerned 
with the planning and development of 
expanding communities and the re- 
modeling of older ones, Manu- 
facturers of building materials con- 
tractors and individual home owmers 
‘will find the figures of interest and 
value. Besides these more obvious 
ses of census of housing data, 
the information is an important yard 
stick in measuring the social and: 
economic. progress of the Canadian 
people. 

Recent years have witnessed a! 
tremendous residential building | 
boom in Canada. Since the census of | 
1941 there has been an estimated 
increase of 654,000 households, but | 
the average size of houscholds has| 
declined from 4.2 persons in 1941 to 
8.9 in 1949, 
size of families is not as large as it 
was and that fewer famlies are 
doubbling up. 

There were 338,336 new dwelling 
ynits constructed in Canada during 
the five years from 1945 to the end 
of 1949, and an additional 28,,303 
units were created by conversions of 
existing structures. Of the dwelling 
units constructed during the five 
year period, 272,280 were one fam- 
fly detached, 25,024 were two family 
detached 3,440 were in rows or 
terrances, and 33,165 were in apart- 
ments or flats. 

The last census revealed that the 
single house was the predominant 
type of dwelling in rural areas in all 
parts of Canada, and in western Can- 
ada more tian three-quarters of 
urban dwellings were also of this 
type. Only in the urban areas of the 
Province of Quebec, where apart- 
ments and flats were most numerous,, 
did the single house constitute a 
minor proportion of all dwellings, On 
the other hand, the semi-detached or 
so-called double was uncommon in 
western Canada, It formed an im- 
portant proportion of all homes only 
in the urban parts of Ontario and the 
Maritime Provinces, 

In 1941 virtually all dwellings in 
the Maritime Provinces were of wood 
construction. This was true also of 
rural areas in other parts of Can- 
ada excepting Ontario, and, to a 
lesser extent, of the urban centres 
in the e provinces dnd British 
Columbia.

All they tell isim is that other peo- 
ple should be controlled, that he 
and his fellow farmers ‘should he 
able to control “the marketing of 
their own products and therehy as- 
sure themselves stable prices at 
profitable levels, 

Of course it is anderstood that in 
order to bring this about there would 


| have to be some form of organization, 


or a multiplicity of organizations 
with rules and regulations, and au- 
thorities to enforce them, But he 
Is told that these rulos and regula- 
tions will be made and directed by 
farmers in thie interests of farmers, 
and a fatherly government will al- 
ways be on hand to give then what- 
ever help and authority they nee. 

By such blandishments us these 
the farmers are being enticed into 
all kinds of schemes that promise 
them control of the markets for their 
cwn products, but which in the end 
will cost them control of their own 
business and reduce them to the 
status of hired men on their own

Housitig In Canada 


HOUSING HAS BEEN a problem in almost every community in Canada 
during the past five years. Curtailment of building for civilian purposes 
during the last war caused an accumulated need for new houses and for 
repairs to older homes and this shortage was aggravated by the fact that 
in the years of financial depression which preceded the war, lack of funds 
for construction work had caused a decrease in the normal building activity. 
Increases in the number of families, and the return of men from war ser- 
vice placed a great demand on housing after the war, and in spite of exten- 
sive building programmes in all parts of the country, this demand has not 
yet been met. High costs of building materials and shortages of labour 
have heen obstacles in the way of many plans for home building and it 
appears that this situation will be even more acute in the future. 

e om * * * 

A report on building conditions in 1950, issued by 
Some Buildings the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, 
showed that in spite of rising costs 67,900 new 
Not Completed homes were started in ‘the first nine months of | 
1950, but due to difficulties in securing labour and materials some of these 
buildings were not completed. Materials increased in cost by fifteen per, 
cent, in that time, and the 371,000 construction workers in Canada could | 
not fill the demands for their services. Wages rose by some four per cent. | 
in that period, and there have been further increases in the costs of both 4 
labour and material. The report showed that of the 67,900 homes started | 
in Canada between January and October, 1950, 17,000 were in areas with | 


populations of less than 5,000.

Although more than 200,000 housing units were con- 
structed in the first four years after the war, it is | 

— apparent that there is still a need for new houses, 
Other Places and that rising costs are likely to obstruct building 
activities. It must be remembered that this situation has not been confined 
to Canada alone. There have been acute housing shortages in other places, 
and -conditions here have not been unduly hard when compared to those 
in Great Britain, France and some parts of the United States. However, 
inadequate housing gives rise to many problems including health, juvenile 
delinquency and other matters related to the welfare of the people, and 
the need for homes, especially in the lower price ranges, remains a national 
problem which concerns many people, in all parts of Canada.

NRC. DISCOVERY 

May Mean Good 
News For Sugar - 
Beet Growers 


OTTAWA.—Some of the automo- 
bile anti-freeze of the near future 
may be made of Bugar beet molasses. 

Government scientists with the 
National Research Council reported 
that possibility and -said it could 
mean good news for sugar beet pro- 
ducers in Quebec, Ontario and Al- 
berta, 

The reason: : 

A.type of molasses now is a by- 
product in making aie beets. The 
farmers hayen't found much of a 
market for it although it is cheap 
and plentiful. 

Now the N.R.C. has found a way, 
through fermentation, to convert it 
into butanediol, ‘a valuable and ver- 
satile chemical.” One of butanediol’s 
uses is as anti-freeze, 

The process is available for some 
industrialist to use. A plant to pro- 
duce butanediol this way would cost 
about $2,500,000. Production cost 
would be around 23 cents a pound,

British Scientists 
Discover Tea Aids 
Juvenile Teeth 


Scientists have ‘discovered that tea 
is essential to the diet of British 
children because it supplies the fluor- 
ine needed to build healthy teeth, a 
columnist Writes in The London Daily 
Mail. Experiments have shown that 
tea is the only item in the British 
diet that provides fluorine in the 
quantities adequate to give the teeth 
a tougher enamel and thus help them 
resist, decay, 


The fluorine nas to be supplied dur- 
ing the first eight years of life to be 
effective in later life, as teeth cannot 
absorb the element after they are 
fully formed. 

The low content of fluorine in Brit- 
ish drinking water is said to Be the 
chief cause of tooth decay, so much 
more widespread in Britain than in 
this country. 

In one area of Britain where the 
fluorine content of water is adequate 
tests have shown that 12-year-old 
children suffer only half as much 
from toothache as children in a near- 
by area where the fluorine is inade- 
quate. 


| CARE WITH CAMP FIRES 


Never build a camp fire against a 
tree or log, in leaf’ mold or in rot- 
ten wood, Build all fires away from 
overhanging branches and on a dirt 
or rock foundation, Dig all rotten 
wood or leaf mold from the fire pit 
and scrape away all inflammable ma- 
terial within a radius of from three 
to five feet. Make sure that the fire 
cannot spread on or under the ground 
or up the moss or bark of a tree 
while you are in camp and that it is

Versatile Is 
The Werd 
For Apples 


es, housewife may find it hard to 
believe but experts say the apple 
now is considered almost as versatile 
as the potato. 

While apples still hold first place 
for pies and desserts, they also have 
gained favor in salads and pickles. 
In addition, they have come to be 
appreciated in meat dishes. 

A half cup of grated raw apple, 
added to beef stew or to chicken 
soup, gives a new and interesting 
flavor. 

Apples baked with ham also are 
a special treat. 

Ingredients: one slice of uncooked 
ham (about 1% inches thick); one 
teaspoon dry mustard; two teaspoons 
vinegar; two apples; one-half cup 
brown sugar; one teaspoon butter. 

Trim rind from ham. Mix mus- 
tard and vinegar -together, and 
spread on ham. Slice apples thinly 
and spread in layers on ham. Sprin- 
kle with brown sugar and dot with 
butter. Bake in a moderate oven 
(350 deg. F.) until ham is tender— 
about 45 minutes. 

Good In Salad 

Apples are also excellent in salad. 

Ingredients: four cups tart apples 
(cut in small pieces); one cup diced 
dates; 114 teaspoons lemon juice; 
one-half teaspoon salt; three tea- 
spoons sugar. 

Mix apples, dates, lemon juice, salt 
and sugar. Moisten with mayonnaise, 
and mix thoroughly. Chill. Serve 
on shredded lettuce and garnish with 
mayonnaise and chopped nuts. 

For Ice Cream 

And if you have a-refrigerator, 
there always is apple ice cream for 
dessert, 

Ingredients: two cups grated ap- 
ples (four medium apples); one-half 
cup fruit sugar; one-half pint whip- 
ping cream. 

Grate the unpeeled apples and af- 
ter grating a small amount, measure 
and sprinkle with part of the sugar 
to prevent discoloration. Continue 
grating until two cups of apple are 
measured. Whip cream and fold in- 
to apple mixture. Serves six. 

This same recipe may be used for 
apple charlotte, Fold in with whip- 
ped cream, 114 tablespoons gelatin 
soaked in one-quarter cup cold water 
and dissolved over hot water. Chill 
until firm, Serves six to eight.

Spiced apple juice will be a new 
treat for the family. 

Ingredients: 244 cups apple juice;

It is to be wondered how many 
Canadians have any 
how much everything | which ° they 
buy is the result of taxes. 

It is not @ very popular idea to com- 
plain about taxes, for some reason, 
although they amount in one way or 
another, to at least one-quarter of all 
the earnings of all-the people in Cun- 
ada, ‘ 

It is much easier to get people to 
complain about high wages or. high 
profits or some other factor in the 
| price of goods—except taxation. 

Thisis a good time to remind Can- 
adians that the cost of what they 


for it is going to include a lot more 
taxation if the present plan is adopted 
of amendinf the constitution so that 
the provincial governments can levy 
a hidden sales tax up to 8 percent. 

This. is supposed to he for the pur- 
pose of financing eld age pensions, 
to be paid by he provinces to those 
in need, up to the age of seventy. Ot 
course, no one reminds the public that 
the Province of Quebec has said that 
since it now levies various | sales 
taxes it would not use tixis plan orthac 
the province of Nova Scotia says that 
it does not need this 8 percent or that 
the province of Alberta with its 
enormous revenues at present, does 
not require this additional source, 

Meanwhile if this amendment goes 
through, in those provinces in which 
the governments feel that they need 
this 8 percent additional the price 
of goods will be raised by three per 
cent. 

Now if this were done by marking 


that an old age pension tax of three 
percent was now included, then there 
would be no complaint. The public 
would know that they were paying 
this tax. 

There would also be no need for the 
constitutional arnendment, © Provinc- 
ial goveynmens can charge open and 
visible sales tax of that kind now. 

All that is being done is to fix 
things so that Canadian _ will pay 
more taxes to the extent of three per 
cent of all money which they spend, 
and will be able to forget that they 
are doing this because the tax will 
not show on their invoices or sales
